Portmouth, Feb. 2—There was heavy 


rain at 9.30 this morning when the royal 
mourners left the yachts for Clarence 
yard where the Alberta had laid all 
night long with the -body of the queen 
watched by marine guards. At 8.45 
'o'clock the body was carried off the 
yacht and place'd on the train -which 
left Gosport at 8.53. 


Minute gunswere fired aa the coffin 


was transferred. 


London, Feb. 2—At gray dawn in 


London this morning, the sky was 
draped with fleecy clouds, and these 
were ideal conditions for the funeral 
day of England's queen. 


The crowds were immense, but they 


evinced the entire lack of feverish un- 
rest and excitement. 


,

guidance. 


"W omen outnumbered the men. 
Every building in the line of rtoute 


was filled by the people early, as the 
window seats were worth fortunes each 
minute they were occupied. 


The Victoria station was an animated 


sight with sovereigns, princes, field 
marshals, state and military officials'. 


The royal train with thebody of the 


queen arrived at 11 a'clock. 


The pall with the crown, regalia, in- 


signia of the garter was removed and 
placed in the procession. 


The king and queen received the bril- 


liant gathering briefly, then the pro- 
cession moved at 11.30 o'clock, accord- 
ing to the official program published. 


Every head in the immense crowds 


was bared. 


The silence was painful. 
Immediately behind the coffin rode 


the king and field marshals in uniform. 
Beside him were the Emperor William 
and the Duke of Connaught. 


The kings of Greece and Portugal 


were behind them. 


There were six carriages in the pro- 


%•cession, carrying Queen Alexandria and 
the other ladies of the royal family. 


The procession reached Padding-ton 


at 1.15 o'clock with the body and started 
on the train for Windsor at 1.30 o'clock 
arriving there at 2.30 without incident. 


Just as the procession started here, 


the artillery horses attached to the gun 
carriage became restive and nearly 
overturned it. 


The King ordered blue jackets to take 


their places. 


Windsor. Feb. 2—The funeral proces- 


sion entered the chapel at 3.15, the royal 
mourners proceeding on foot. 


There were dirges by the pipers. 
The se'rvices at the chapel wre con- 


cludd at 4.10 o'clock. 


The body will lie until Monday la the 


Albert memorial chapel. 


The fifoeral service at St. George's 


chapel was one of the moat marvelloue 
sights of the ceremonies. 


It lasted only 20 minutes, but such 


display of royalty, such a mass of flam 
in coir was never beflore gathered in so 
small a space. 


The archbishop of Cantenbury, arch- 


bishop of York, biahop of Winchester 
and the Dean of Windsor officiated. 


The service was remarkable more for 


the grandeur of its choral beauty than, 
for its sadness. 


London, Feb. 2—The solemn magni- 


ficence of yesterday's opening phase of 
these la*t rites was fully maintained. 


Perhar-s the stately grandeur of to- 


day's sorrowful pageant through the 
swarming streets of London, with hun- 
dred* of thousand of mourners forming 
the black border to the rote, wil never 
be surpassed. 


.There was in ^ictoria's funeral pro- 


cession the. absence of that black cere- 


monial generally connected with the 
3nal progress to the grave. 


Today the coffin was drawn by cream 


colored horses. 


The pall was white and <-he uniform 


of troops and the gold trappings of for- 
eign sovereigns, princes and represents, 
tives, forming a glittering medley, 
gave brilliant coloring to the scene. 


The chief mourner himself, with his 


field marshals in uniform, even though 
this was partiallyhidden by an over- 
coat, • surrounded by corps helped to 
liven the symbol of mourning marking 
the route. 


Never in English history has a sov- 


erign been borne to the grave attended 
by so many distinguished mourners. 


The gathering of crowned heads sur- 


passed that which rode in the Jubilee 
procession. 


All great officers of state participated 


The display of naval and 
military 


forces reached the great total of 35,000 
men. 


The troops began to move less early 


than on the proclamation day. That 
was the day of the official pronounce- 
ment of the authority of a king and 
the streets closed as if by magic, and 
with a tone of authority that did not 
mark this morning's scenes. 


The scene at Victoria Station, from 


early morning, was most brilliant and 
impressive. 


For today's ceremony the station was 


transformed into an immense reception 
hall. 


All trains stopped before 9 o'clock 


and the long platforms' were covered 
with purple cloth. On another plat- 
form, facing that at which the queen's 
train was to arrive, guards of honor, 
composed of blue jackets and grena- 
dier guards were drawn up. 
The bfoad roadway separating the two 
was swept clean and sanded and a 
number of little purple covered plat- 
forms, from which the members of the 
royal family were expected to mount 
their horses, placed at intervals at the 
side and center. 


Buckinham, and the great hotels 


about Victoria station, the princely 
homes in Park lane and every shop and 
house thence to Paddington bore ample 
evidence of the national grief, and, to- 
gether with purple and white festoons, 
wreaths of bay and laurel hanging 
from every lamp-post while flags were 
at half-mast, bordered with crepe, told 
in a dignified, simple manner the story 
of the nation's loss. 


In the great green space at Hyde Park 


St. James, and others, these long black 
tfnaa stood, silh'ouetfed against 
the 


morning sky, solemn, silent, and pic- 
turesque, staunchly stemming the on- 
rush of that endless flood of people 
pouring from every street and avenue. 


Purple was the tone of the royal 


mourning, and this seemed almost a re- 
lief, contrasted with these silent masses 
of black-garbed crowds. 


It was the true note, after all, of the 


days of ceremonial, for no one amonu 
England's near-stricken people could 
look upon the ?:nfished life of their queen 
with feelings of entire gloom.

period had Lincoln lived. They agreed 
that the southern states would not have 
been required to submit to "carpetbag- 
ger*." 


This conversation recalled to mind an 


anecdote connected with the assassina- 
tion of Lincoln that probably has never 
been published. Inasmuch as the stars 
and stripes were hauled down for the first 
time during the rebellion at Fort Sumter, 
ia Charleston harbor, it was decided to 
raise them first at tbe same place and 
with much pomp and ceremony. To that 
end many of the country's representa- 
tives were invited to meet at Baltimore 
to be taken south OB a government vessel 
to participate in the ceremony. Arriving 
at Charleston the flag was to be run up 
to the top of the pole amid unbounded 
enthusiasm. This was on April 14, 1865, 
the day that Lincoln was killed in Ford's 
theater by Wilkes Booth. The following 
evening, while the vessel was off the 
coast of Virginia and about 100 miles 
south of Fortress Monroe, the entire par- 
ty, with two exceptions, was. at dinner in 
the cabin. 


The nation's great men were In the best 


of spirits. The rebellion was ended, the 
fog of wax had lifted and the flag was 
again over Sumter. Toasts were being 
drunk amid roseate visions of future 
peace and greatness. While this was go- 
ing on in the cabin the captain of the 
TesseJ and a prominent merchant of Bal- 
timore were walking the upper deck. One 
of them called attention to an approach- 
ing ship, and they both noticed that her 
captain was standing on his bridge, trum- 
pet in hand, with tbe evident intention of 
speaking to them. When the two vessels 
were abreast, he called through the horn, 
"President Lincoln was assassinated in 
Ford's theater last night by John Wilkes 
Booth." The Baltimore merchant imme- 
diately went below, and from the steps 
of tbe companionway repeated the an- 
nouncement. The effect on the company 
was electrical. Supreme court justices, 
United States senators and representa- 
tives, members of Mr. Lincoln's cabinet 
and governors of states were horror 
stricken. Many burst into tears, the din- 
ner broke up in confusion and small par- 
ties of the nation's leaders found secluded 
corners or paced the deck and discussed 
the situation.—Indianapolis Press.

American Possessions Rich 


In Rare Timber. 


1OLLIOHB OP AOBES WOODED OVEE. Have an Abiding Faith in Lydia E.

There 
are fully 5,000,000 acres of virgin for- 
est owned by the government ID the 
, 


Islands of Mindoro and Paragna. The 
'• 


Island of ^Tindanao, with an area cf 
more thiA 2,000,000 acres, is almost | 
entirely covered with timber and has j 
but a small percentage of cultivated 
land. In the province of Cagayan, on 
the island of Luzon, there are more 
than 20,000.000 acres of forest. In the 
places just mentioned the cuttings up 
to the present date have been very 


In many other provinces in the island 


3ff Luzon, especially in the country 
close to Manila, much timber has been 
cut, and to fill large contracts th« lum- 
bermen are obliged to go quite a dis- 
tance frora that city in order to find a 
suitable tract. 


In a recent visit to the southern 


group the agent was impressed with 
the amount of timber standing on the 
smaller islands. 
Frequently the to- 


pography was such that it could he 
exploited with facility. 
There were 


tracts of virgin forests where from 
10,000 to 20,000 cubic feet of magnifi- 
cent timber per acre were standing— 
trees more than 150 feet in height and 
with trunks clear of branches to SO 
feet and more than four feet in di- 
ameter. There are many millions of 
cubic feet of timber in these forests 
that should be cut in order to properly 
thin out the dense growth,. 


The report further states: "There are 


B9G tree species mentioned in the pres- 
ent forestry regulations, and we know 
of 50 more growing in these islands, 
and each week we learn of still other 
epecies. It is safe to state that the 
number of tree species found in these 
islands will be nearer 500 than 450, a 
jp-eat majority of these undoubtedly 
hard woods. The edges of the great 
forests have been scarcely cut away, 
and 50 valuable hard woods have been 
given to the world, the full value of 
/which specie* has not been demonstrat- 
ed as yet. 


"There Is a great variety of valuable 


gum rubber and gutta percba trees, but 
the trade has been ruined by the Chi- 
nese in their efforts at adulteration 
and other fraudulent practices. 
We 


ttave arlist'of 17 dyewoods, the reve- 
nue from which if properly exploited 
should pay the cost of the forestry 
eervice. A book has been written by 
Tavera on the medicinal qualities of 
the native plants, many trees being 
mentioned as possessing valuable me- 
dicinal qualities. 


"The ylang ylang tree abounds here, 


its blossoms producing an oil which is 
the base of many renowned perfumes. 
Quite a revenue is gained by those 
owning the trees. The west slope of 
the island of Romblon is a mass of co- 
ioanut palms from the water's edge to 
the mountain top, every tree bringing 
In a yearly revenue of from $1 to $2, 
ind when it is realized that 400 and 
even 500 such trees may be grown on 
in acre one Is struck with the wisdom 
of that former commander of Romblou 
who insisted

planting of these trees. In all parts of 
the southern islands these trees seem 
to grow without any effort or care. 


"There are no forest roads or drive-

There will be some difficulty In the 
construction of roads in such places as 
Gagayan, Mindoro and Paragua, but 
these difficulties can be overcome. 
Stone is plentiful and available, but 
lajor is scarce, and such as we have is 
poor and uncertain. This latter wHl be 
the one great difficulty. 
When that is 


solved, engineers and money will make 
the Philippine forests yield a revenue 
that is undreamed of today by tbe.resi- 
dents of these islands." 


In conclusion the report says: "From 


the above it is evident that there Is a 


forest lands in these Islands, that these 
forests are as a rule not at present 
available, dne to the lack of roads and 
•killed lumbermen, the present person- 
nel have not been well trained and have 
never practiced scientific forestry, the 
public forest lands are unsurveyed and 
the amount of standing timber un 
known."

intendent of Schools 1. F. Hall, is made 
public today. The rer^rt la in many 
ways of moj e than usuai interest, and 
'be main features of it, especially the 
suprintendent's report, which is a part 
of the school commitea's report, are 
given below- 


The committ---1<:! report gives the usual 


financial statement, and has the fol- 
lowing paragraph ofl interest concernttng 
the debated question to the committee's 
paying for the repairs to the streets 
about the Johnson school: 


Concerning thf repair of street lead- 


ing to the Johnson school the commit- 
tee simply report that they considered 
it absolutely necessary according to law 
as well as the dictates of good sense to 
make suitable arrangements for the 
children to enter and leave the school 
grounds in saiety, espsciSUly as the 
streets ieadin-j to the school building 
all adjoined school property. No other 
department could legally expend a cent 
of money' thereon until the streets had 
been put in suitable condition* for ac- 
ceptance by the council. We were con- 
vinced that public safety as well as 
public convenience necessitated imme- 
diate action and we acted as we believe 
in the best interests of the city and all 
other parti&s concernted. 


Much attention Is also devoted to a 


dscription o3 the new Freeman- school, 
and to the requests for additional ap- 
prapri^ionp.

It wcu'd be difficult to convev in 


words the satisfaction we feel irJ hav- 
ing provided for the children af this 
city such pleasant sunny school rooms 
as may bo founi in every one of our 
new buildings. The situation ol each 
building is remarkable for its heallhful- 
nc-ss, sightliness and magnificent out- 
loc<k. "Who can estimate the value of 
this as an educational factor when he 
remembers, that for 10 years, at least, 
each child spends'the larger part of his 
\\ aking hours in rooms whcrs as often 
as he lifts his fyes from his books, he 
may look upon such beautiful and nobie 
scenery as wiH inspire him to be worthy 
of his heritage- 


We fl el justlv proud of our able cores 


of teachers an'l we believe the good in- 
Iluences which racial from the school 
rooms are everywhere fWt. This is due 
to the mutual interest, singleness of 
purpose and enthusiastic co-operation 
which exist between pupils, teachers 
and all connected with the schools. It 
is our policy to give the teachers wide 
latitude for tha completes* exercise of 
their individual iudgment and to leave 
them unhampered by definite ruie8 or 
snfcial directions. 


The supervision of our schools is prac- 


tical, broad and adapted to the prow- 
Ing needs of the times. We believe 
too much credit cannot be given Super- 
intendent Hall for his active and ut.tir- 
ing zeal in fulru'-ing the manifold duties

from citizens and teachers to have our 
schools take an advanced position in 
every -desirable excellence and reform 
and to this end we invite imivartial ex- 
aminatlorJ, unprejudiced judgment and 
generous ajsslstance- 


Superintendent null'* Report 


Superintendent Hall's report is de- 


serving of the 
careful attention of 


e\ery parent and every taxpayer. Un- 
der statistics it gives the following: 


The whole number of pupil* enrolled 


in the public schools ia 3,376. 
The 


number is much amaller than usual be- 
cause under the n«w rule* established 
by the state board of education all 
names of pupil* euralle-j In the.private 
schools of this city or in the schools of 


any other town In the state are ex- 
cluded. The number of pupil* attend- 
ing: our public achooU at present it 
3275, a gain of 212. 


The following are extract* from the 


rest of the report: 
' 


Ten years ago at this time the town 


of North Adams had 1,666 pupils in its 
public schools. There were 59 teachers, 
11 schoolhouse* and 49 school rooms. 
The high school was in session 39 
weeks, the grammar and 
primary 


schools only 36 weeks. The cost of the 
day schools was $31.90 per pupil. At the 
present time our city has 3,275 pupils 
in attendance, 10€ teachers. 13 school 
houses and 87 school rooms. The school 
year for primary and grammar grades 
has been lengthened to 38 weeks. It is 
not surprising then that the cost per 
pupil has increased. It is at present 
about ?24. 


Figuring the cost per pupil for 1890 


on exactly the same basis as is main- 
tained at present (longer term, with no 
increase from the state school fund or 
Blackinton district,) it is certainly safe 
to say, as 'our mayor does in his in- 
augural address-, "there has be-en no 
material percentage of increase in ex- 
penditure beyond the per cent of in- 
crease in the number of pupils." That 
this result has been reached without 
practicing economy at the expense of 
improvement and progress is proven 
by the following facts: Ten years ago 
one-sixth of our teachers were paid 
only $5 a week ($180 a year), one-s-ixth 
of the remainder less than $300 a year, 
while acocrding to our present salaries 
no teacher receives less than $380 a 
year (two assistants excepted) and 
more than half the teaching corps re- 
ceive from $450 to $600 ix*r year. 


There were no kindergartens in 1890; 


we have four at present with nearly 200 
children and eight teachers. We have a 
drawing teacher who gives his whole 
time to the schools (in 1890 the drawing 
teacher visited North Adams only two 
days a -\\eek), and nearly all the boys 
of the 8th and 9th grades receive in- 
struction in manual training. 


Ten years ago there were but three 


principals employed in our primary and 
grammar schools, now we have eight 
and this, in my opinion, though some- 
what expensive, is the most important 
improvement made, for, as One of the 
New York city superintendents lately 
expressed it, "the tone and character 
as well as the results reached in each 
school are almost always in propor- 
tion to the spirit, plans and efforts of 
the principal." 


Our high school has increased from 


101 to 225 pupils; a fact which must not 
be lost sight of in estimating the com- 
parati've cost 'of public education. This 
increase is- not surprising, for, in every 
part of our country in proportion 
as 


wealth increases and the 
productive 


power o.l the people ga'ns strength, the 
people at large give their children bet- 
ter educational 
opportunities. 
In 25 


years the number of students in in- 
stitutions of higher education has more 
than doubled. In eight years the num- 
ber of pupils studying Latin and other 
studies- preparatory to. college has in- 
creased in the>tlnited States from 33 
per cent of the entire number of stu- 
dents to 49 per cent. This is encouraging 
for as I.stated in my report laat year, 
a gfood high school is always a power- 
ful stimulus for good upon the schools 
below. It holds before the young, ideals 
of higher and broader scholarship, ap- 
pealing to ambition, to scholarly en- 
deavor 'and to.-nqble aspiratfons and it 
is for many an ?avenue to things be- 
yond, to a college course or superior 
training in higher schools. 


That Drury meets these requirements 


in a fair degree appears from the fol- 
lowing facts: In 1896 ten of 20 graduates 
entered higher institutions of learning, 
in 1897 twenty-on.e in a class of 26, in 
1898 twenty-six til a class of 41, in 1899- 
thirteen in a class 'of 25, in 1900 twenty- 
one in a class of 27. Of the 133 
graduates in five years 91 are now 
,in col'ege, scientific or normal schools, 
and the distribution is as follows: State 
Normal School, Williams college, Mas- 
sachusetts Institute 
of 
Technoloerv, 


Harvard, Columbia, Cornell, Wellesley, 
Smith, Vassar, Wells, Western Reserve 
and Colgate- 


But however promising, satisfactory 


and encouraging these facts may be 
it must not bs forgotten that the t>ub- 
lic schools ars common) schools estab- 
lished to secu'-e the greatest good to 
the largest number and that any such 
division of money as gives the hi<rh 
school the lion's share proportionately 
is unfair, an injustice- 
Nevertheless, 


in making comparisons, we must not 
flarget that certain facts may mislead, 
as for instanca, while it is true tiiat 
in this city onlv 225 pupils out of 3,275 
are in the high school it does not follow 
that only one in fifteen ever reaches the 
high school, for the whole number of 
pupils attending the school is not a con- 
stant or abiding quantity but a moving 
procession, with a certain number of 
small children constantly joining the 
ranks at one erd. a certain number ot 
high school graduates leaving it at the 
other end and a certain number drop- 
ping out at the end of their 7th, bth 
or 9th year of school lifla. 


After a careful study of the exact 


facts as to the proportion of 
hierh 


school pupi's in the school procession 
of our city I think we may safely say 
that from 60 co 70 per cent, of there 
who enter the primary sohools never 
reach the hieh school- The statement 
has been made lately by one who has 
investigated tho matter carefully that 
in the better communities indudine 
some whole states and large sections 
of other states 'iilly 33 p?r cenlt- of the 
children go to the high school- If ours 
5p "30 pf^y c^n^ iTi'i '"i -"-lOT* r^nf 
ri^y^t* 


resch the hign school it should stim- 
ulate Us to exert our utmost endeavor 
to secure for the majority the best 
possible advantages and the majority's 
share of moni*y, time and attention. 
This is the reason that so much empha 
sis has been laid, in every report of the 
committee for the last five years, on 
the importance Of a liberal nrovisiort 
for kindergartens, for book^ and sup- 
plies and apparatus for the primary 
schools and for the introduction of a 
broader and more 
interesting 
and 


practical course of study tor the sram- 
mar classes. 


While the Commonwealth requires us 


to provide liberally for those who have 
the desire and ability, but ntot the 
means to undertake tho mastery of ad- 
vanced studies, our bounden duty ia to 
make special provision for the comfort 
well being and culture of th« rank and 
file arid it Is for thi«- rit-t of tho .ro- 
ce£Sion, the pupils in the primary rind 
the grammar schools, that our city has 
spent $250.0000 for school buildings in 10 
years and over $400,000 for the evi^oort 
of the elementary schools. From one 
point oil % 
Tlcw this sum sterns alarming- 


ly large, but let ws aU In fairness look 
at It from several points of view. In 
1890 the city expended a large amount 


of money for educational purposes, but 
the total cost of educating each bov 
or girl who entered the public schools 
In) 1887 and graduated from the hi°ii 
echoo! in 1900 (thirteen yuais of instruc- 
tion) was less than $350. Can any fair- 
minded citizen begrudge a single cent 
of this or wish that le&s had been spent 
on his son or daughter? 


Again, in the year 1900 every citizert 


owning property valued at $10.000 i;a'd 
about $75 for tne education ofl 3,275 
children, or two cents and three mills 
for the education of each child- If he 
was fortunate enough to have threo 
children attending the r>ub!ic schools, 
the city paid for all their instruction, 
supplies included. $72. If the same tax- 
payer was unfortunate enough to have 
no children to educate he certainly 
should be glad to have the privilege 
of paying twa cents and three mills 
(or ten times that sum if need be) for 
the education ol» the children of some 
poorer man, not as a dole but as a 
duty. 


The last half of the nineteenth cen- 


tury has been marked by important 
changes in all the conditions of 
life- 


Fifty ears as? only one in) twelve of 
our inhabitants lived in cities, but soon 
the railroads caused villages to grow 
into- cities- and moved into the city a 
vast population. In 1S90 one-third of 
our people were living in cities of not 
less than 8 000 inhabitants. It is safe to 
say that one-half of our population is 
now urban. As a, result of this, our life 
experiences, our habits of thought and 
expression, the demand made upon us 
in the world of affairs are entirely dif- 
ferent from those of 50 years ago. We 
must recognize this fact in school ad- 
ministration, in preparing courses of 
study, in teaching every subject. 


More striking and potential than the 


urban movement are the mutations 
wrought in every sphere of action by 
the introduction 'of machinery and the 
use of electricity. It is impossible for 
an intelligent man today to read or 
think or act in the narrow lines ^re- 
scribed by the customs of the past. His 
horizon of observation and his realm of 
action have expanded with the present/ 


This fact, and many others like it, 


lead us to the conclusion that while one 
reading book containing a few literary 
selections (prose and poetry), a DJW 
scientific essays, a few biographical 
sketches and a story or two may have 
been enough fifty years ago (for it an- 
swered the needs of, the times), a great 
variety of reading matter must be pro- 
vided today, for "the soul must be 
trained to look out of many windows." 


Language, or learning to talk and 


write, is given an important place to- 
day in the common school curriculum. 
We used to teach grammar, new we 
teach language and grammar. Lan- 
guage takes precedence in our course 
of study and is made to include gram- 
mar because we have come to realize 
that language is a word with two sig- 
nifications. 


The aim of language teaching in our 


schools therefore is not to teach di- 
rectly grammatical rules, or the laws 
of expression, but expression itself, and 
every recitation, every reading lesson 
and its' interpretation, each step of 
instruction) in arithmetic, 
geography 


and history is regarded as «• language 
lesson. Reading and language also are 
connected very closely, made parts of 
tone whole, since the character of a 
person's reading more than anything 
else determines th» style or character 
of his expression. 


History is taught in all of the gram- 


mar grades because it helps to excite 
and stimulate the pupil's interest in 
reading and expression. It gives him 
something to think and talk and write 
about which is closely related to the 
world outside and wnen it is possible, 
as it certainly is in North Adams, to 
make the subject more 
interesting, 


vital and real by the use 'of objects and 
pictures, by visits to places of his- 
torical interest or to the historical mu- 
seum the teachers are encouraged to 
make good use of ail such means. The 
course of study in history includes 
much interesting reading for all the 
grades, a liberal use of pictures and 
photographs, short studies of interest- 
ing personages of local as well as na- 
tional repute and a great deal of 
sketching and map drawing. 


In arithmetic numbers- are taught ob- 


jectively and the tables (addition, sub- 
straction, multiplication and division) 
learned 
incidentally because 
it is 


' found that this plan not only saves 


j time and secures accuracy but 
also 


I cultivates the intelligence and the rea- 


soning faculty and lays the basis for 
independent thinking. In all 
grades 


emphasis is placed upon the necessity 
of constant drill in fundamental opera- 
tions and of much mental arithmetic. 


Penmanship and spelling are now 


taught so well in our 
primt-ry and 


grammar schools that we do not hesi- 
tate to claim marked superiority in 
thesa subjects and anyone who will ex- 
amine the daily work carefully or test 
the ability of a great majority of the 
pupils in every grade to write neatly, 
legibly and rapidly and spell common 
words correctly will be satisfied, I am 
sure, of the justice of this claim. 


Music and drawing are 
taught in 


every grade and in such a minner as to 
unify and vivify the fundamental sub- 
jects of elementary school work, for 
though our schools are 
established 


primarily to teach 
reading, 
writing- 


spelling a,nd arithmetic there is no way 
of making these very important sub- 
jects morv interesting and piactical 
than to lift them out of the dull rouine 
<of tho past to make them touch many 
phases of life and thought instead of 
one. 


The commercial course in the ruj,Ii 


school Is yet in the experimental stag-".

Electric Reduction of Ores. 


Professor Blake of tbe University of 


Kansas has been experimenting for 
Borne time in his laboratory on an elec- 
trical process by which metal may be 
obtained from ore cheaper than by any 
process now in use. The purpose of the 
method was particularly to get a cheap 
process for separating the metal from 
a low grade of ore and in this way In- 
creasing the value of low grade ore.

Good F«»ition In The Record. 


The effort that is constantly being 


made to secure the printing of speeches 
on the front page of The Congressional 
Record is not generally understood. 
Senators and representatives naturally 
desire to have their deliverances in 
congress receive as much attention as 
possible, and there is but one publica- 
tion in which they can monopolize the 
front page in a display of their 
speeches. That one publication ia The 
Record. 


Of course speeches that are printed 


in regular order in the debate, ap- 
pearing on the day after they are de- 
livered, are ro be found only in their 
regular place in The Record. But in 
Ihe cases of speeches withheld for re- 
vision there is an opportunity to have 
them displayed on the first page of tbe 
official repart of the proceedings. This 
is merely done by an arrangement be- 
tween the senate and house by which 
this privilege is about equally divided. 
Senators 
and 
representatives who 


withhold their remarks for revision 
frequently inquire when they can have 
the first page of The Record, which is 
generally reserved for at least a week 
ahead. 


Tbe general rule is, "First come, first 


eerved." In this way those who want 
to make their speeches influential will 
at times arrange to have them on the 
first page of The Record on the morn- 
ing of a day when a vote is to be 
taken, in order that they may be 
brought prominently to the attention 
of thair fellow legislators just before 
they are to take action on the matters 
of which they treat It is in the na-

by winning sotae inlportant contests, one 
of the first provisions made for him is uu 
individual trunk containing an outfit of 
clo'hiug and toilet appliances of ail guris. 
"resides this special attendants are select- 
ed to look after his comfort and cleanli- 
ness. The grooming of the horses on auy 
first class track is one of the interesting 
morning happenings aud jtives one a 
clearer idea of the value of these animals 
than their performances on the track can 
present, however brilliant they may be. 
V.'hen one observes the care they receive 
aud the nicety with which they are wash- 
ed, dried, brushed and combed aud the 
watcliful care which is bestowed upon 
them as they are fed, one realizes that 
they represent thousands of dollars with- 
in themselves aud ill their possible win- 
nings of the future. 


Some of the great rcce horses have al- 


most as many trunks as the proverbial 
summer girl, but the average horse has 
only one trunk, very strongly built, mark- 
ed with his Dame and provided with a 
•pedal lock. Each unima! has its own 
basins, pans aud pails for ihe toilet, his 
feeding utensils, brushes and combs. The 
pans are usually of agateware, plainly 
marked with the horse's name, and are 
never used for any other horse, 
A race 


horse has many sets of towels of various 
grades and his blankets of various 
weights for all weathers. 
These are 


marked and numbered and are kept beau- 
tifully clean and aired. The belongings 
of a horse are carried about in his trunk 
during periods of travel and while he is 
•visiting in a strange stable. 


Besides this luxury every great horse 


nowadays must have a jewel case, ancl 
with age and success the collection fre- 
quently becomes very valuable. 
In the 


casket, which is a compartment of the 
trunk, are kept the various trinkets pre- 
sented by admirers, These consist large- 
ly of articles of wear, such as bridles fin- 
ished in silver and gold, silver chained 


v and mounted halters with valuable set- 
tings and combs and bru-shes morated ill 
handsome stylo. These things, although 
rarely us'-d and often of great value, are 
never kept on view at the homes of the 
owners or trainers, but are invariably 
carried about in the horse's trunk, ac- 
companying him on his travels. When at 
home, there are cases and special recep- 
tacles for them in the stable. 


The horses travel in parlor cars spe- 


cially consti ucted with a. view to horse 
comfort, are tended as carefully as ba- 
bies and are almost always loved by 
their trainers find the stable boys, espe- 
cially when their dispositions are good, 
and the ugly tempered race horse is the 
Exception to the general rule. 
When 


they win a great race, they are petted 
and flatterwl to such an extent that^""re 
it not for their proverbial horse sense 
their bends w-«'J t- completely turned.

If a nuiaber of neople were asked to 


name the live men in the world who 
ha<3 the largest five incomes, not one In 
a dozen would include In the list Leo 
XIII, pope of Rome, and yet there 
is probably no man in the world, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Betnocrat, whose 
income last year amounted to so large 
a sum as did ihe pope's. It is true that 
no statement of his receipts is given 
out at the Vatican, but it is very easy 
to estimate from certain known facts 
and budgets during the holy year. Be- 
sides the pope himself probably not 
more than two men know the exact 
amount of the papal income. 
One of 


these is Cardinal Rampolla, the papal 
secretary of state, aud the other Cardi- 
nal Mocenni, the man who has the ac- 
tual handling of the money. 


Cardinal Mocenni might with propri- 


ety be called the financial minister of 
the church, for he it is who has charge 
of the Investment of the large sums 
which come to the papal treasury, and 
although he has no absolute authority 
as to the disposition of the money, the 
pope himself, with the advice of hia 
secretary of state, making all final de- 
cisions regarding it, all the funds pass 
through his hands, and he enjoys the 
rare distinction of living in the Vatican 
In order that he may ererclse direct su- 
pervision over the pope's financial af- 
fairs. 


Cardinal Mocenni Is one of the most 


popular cardinals in the curia. He has 
lived in Rome for many years and is in 
great favor with the populace of the 
city. The amount of money which he 
handles for the pope in ordinary years 
Is enormous, bat in 1900, the holy year, 
the papal receipts were increased fully 
$1,500,000, and the total amount which 
passed through Cardinal Mocennl's 
hands was not far from $4,500,000. The 
greater part of this enormous Income 
Is "Peter's pence." In ordinary years 
this amounts to about $1,000,000, but 
the greatly increased interest In the 
church in holy year was responsible 
for a great increase in the total amount 
of offerings to this fund.

ANOTHER CONFESSION REPORTED 


Member ef "Wire Gang" Which wa« 


in This City Day Before Crime 


Says the Gang Robbed the 


Fosburg House 


Robert L. Fojburff believes tht.t the 


innoctnc* of his son of the crim» of 
manslaughter can easily be established 
even if the real murderers are not lo- 
cated. But the arrest of his son hag 
greatly increased his anxiety to see the 
burglars who h* claims did the shoot- 
ing, brought to light. To that enU, he 
announced last evening, on advice of 
his friend and counsel, Beaeca N- Tay- 
lor that he would increase the reward 
offered for the capture oQ the burglars 
to $10,000- This ^ a raise of $7000. The 
city of pittsfield has offered a reward 
of $1500, and Mr- Fosburg offered $1500 
more just after the murder. 


Mr. Fosburg belleves that the mur- 


derer will be discovered as a member 
of the now famous "wire gang" of 
thieves. A confession! from one ofl the 
gang just made public is the basis ofl 
this belief- It will be remembered that 
when this suspicion was first aroused 
by a confession of a member of the 
gang in Attleboro, the Transcript inves- 
tigated the story- of this member, and 
that much of it- was proved to be true- 
The gang was *n this city the day be- 
fore the murder, and in Pittsfleld the 
day of the murder. The statement wag 
made at that time that "Nick" Qainln 
of the srang was the man wanted- 


The new confession is from the Rhode 


Island state prison, and is made by 
William McCaughey. He is a member 
of the gang who hag not seen the Attle- 
boro member since the latter made his 
statements in December. 


TKe confession was maflfr Jan'uary 8 


to a keeper, to whom McCaughey was 
boasting. He said that the Pittsfield 
police were stupid, or they would have 
made members of the gang swing for 
the shooting of Miss Fosbure. The 
keeper then questioned McCaughey, who 
admitted that the band had been, op- 
erating in Pittsfleld and that on the 
night of the murder four o3 the crowd 
went to the Fosburg- residence to com- 
mit a burglary. Three of them wenlt 
hi and one remained on guard. Mc- 
Caughey, the keeper says, did not tell 
who wag responsible tor the shooting, 
but intimated that Quinn was the man 
for whom the xwlTce should look- Mc- 
Caughey added that his friends had 
been extremely fearful that Quinn 
would. turn state's evidence if captured 
as he has the reputation of being a 
"squealer-" 


McCaughey's confession did not great 


ly impress the keeper at the time it was 
made, as the keeper had paid little at- 
tention to the Fosburg tragedy, and 
thought, that the prisoner was simply 
trying to maka a reputation fbr him- 
self- 
When he read the account at 


young Fopburc's visit to Tauntonl and 
the admissions made to him by a pris- 
oner there concerning Quinn he went 
at once to Deputy ViaH, who sent word 
to Mr- Fosburg. 


The Gang's Moveciest* 


In connection with this story, which is 
being investigated, it is of interest to 
note the statements of the Attleboro 
member of the gang who talked about 
the crime, and which have been inves- 
tigated by detectives and found to be 
for the most part true. The gang went 
to Housatonic but did no business there 
They went to Pittsfleld August 16, and 
came to this city to s-tay August IS and 
19, Saturday and Sunday before th.; 
crime. While here two of them robbed 
the JViannessman tube works at Zylon- 
ite, and two of them committed a rob- 
bery at Williamstown. They then went 
to PiUsfield on Monday morning, and 
shi^ ) ed their stuff to Springfield. They 
wrnt to Dalton on a car, and th^re 
jumped aboard a freight for Pittsfield 
Most of these statements are correct, 
but whether the gang- really went to 
Pittsfield in time to commit the murde;- 
remains to be investigated. 


It is claimed that McCaug-hey has a 


grudge against the g-ang, and threatens 
to tell the entire story under oath. 


Many think that he is simply trying 


to gain notoriety by his stories. Chief 
Nicholson takes no stock in them, while 
Mr. Fosburg does.
